y ear with a su rplu s o f $9 ,202,000. Fo r 
mo re th an a y ear th e department h ad 
been wrestling with a deficit. 
It was 
th e first full fis -al y ear u nder th e Taft 
regime, and co ming o n th e eve o f th e 
campaign, will be made mu ch o f by 
Repu blicans. 
A y ear ago , at th e be­ 
ginning o f th e fiscal y ear ju st clo sed, 
th e secretary was co nfro nted with a 
deficit o f $58 ,734,000. Wh ile th e treas­ 
u ry co nditio n h as been steadily im 
pro ving since last Octo ber, w’h en th e j 
new* tariff law go t in wo rking o rder 
u nder no rmal co nditio ns, th e immedi­ 
ate reaso n fo r ch anging a deficit o f 
abo u t $2,000,000 to a su rplu s o f mo re 
th an $9 ,000,000 was th e h eavy receipts 
fro m th e co rpo ratio n tax .

pro ceeds fro m th is so u rce, as sh o wn 
by th e treasu ry statement, was $8 ,- 
49 0,770. 
It is estimated th at du ring 
th e ten day s o f grace th at will be al­ 
lo wed befo re th e penalties fo r delin­ 
qu ency are impo sed, at least $10,000,- 
000 mo re will be paid in o n acco u nt o f 
th e co rpo ratio n tax . 
Th e receipts o f th e treasu ry fro m all 
so u rces du ring th e fiscal y ear ju st 
clo sed were $669 ,064,000, as co mpared 
with $603.58 9 ,000 in th e preceding fis­ 
cal y ear.

A closed season for tak ing b ass 
from the lak es of the State, from 
April 1 to May 15 , is b eing proposed 
b y George W. Miles, recently 
ap­ 
pointed State fish and game commis­ 
sioner to su cceed Z.T. Sweeney , Miles 
will go b efore the nex t legislatu re 
and ask for the enactment of a law 
prov iding for su ch a season, b asing 
his argu ments on the fact that u nder 
the present fisco and game laws lak e 
b ass cannot mu ltiply with su fficient 
rapidity to meet the demands of the 
fishermen. 
Miles will 
not 
ask 
a 
closed period for any other fish. His 
recommendation for legislation in b e­ 
half of the b ass will also inclu de a 
proposed amendment to the present 
law limiting the nu mb er of b ass for 
one day ’s sport to eighteen instead of 
thirty -six , as is now allowed. 
*1 b eliev e it of the greatest im­ 
portance that there shall b e a new 
crop of fish coming on in the natu ral 
way ,” said Mr. Miles. “Then if the 
old ones are tak en more rapidly than 
they ou ght to b e, or ev en b y u nlawfu l 
means, 
there 
will 
b e 
assu rance 
against depletion of the waters of 
the State. 
“In ev ery one of the lak es, with 
the first warm day s that follow after 
the ice leav es, which is u su ally from 
M arch 2 5 to March 3 0, from all ov er 
the lak es the b ass gather in the b ay s 
and shallows, where they later mak e 
their b eds and rear their b roods, go­ 
ing oftentimes in the shallows with 
their fins stick ing u p ab ov e the su r­ 
face of the water. 
Rav enou s after 
their long -winter fast, for they al­ 
most hib ernate and feed v ery little 
du ring the winter, they will grab any 
sort of artificial b ait 
cast 
among 
them. 
“Du ring the last eight or ten y ears 
this method of tak ing b ass has b een 
mu ch practiced, and each y ear more 
and more of it is b eing done. In the 
last three y ears it is estimated that 
not fewer than fiv e thou sand b ass 
hav e b een tak en du ring the month of 
April ev ery y ear from Lak e Wawasee 
alone, b ass that in all decency ou ght 
to hav e b een left u ndistu rb ed on the 


grou nds u ntil they had finished rear­ 
ing their b roods and had gone b ack 
to the open waters of the lak e. 
“By the middle of May the v ariou s 
w ater plants hav e alway s grown u p 
in the shallows arou nd the nests of 
the b ass su fficiently to protect them 
against the manner of fishing I ju st 
mentioned, and if we had a law that 
wou ld giv e the parent b ass protection 
u ntil that time it wou ld b e su fficient, 
althou gh they do not finish b rooding 
u ntil a somewhat later date. 
I hope 
the nex t legislation will enact a law 
mak ing su ch closed seasons and pro­ 
v iding a penalty for hav ing b ass in 
one’s possession du ring that time. I 
do not deem a closed 
season 
for 
other fishes necessary at this time. 
If, u nder su ch a law, any one fish­ 
ing for b lu e gills or croppies shou ld 
hook a b ass, it shou ld b e made his 
du ty u nder the law to retu rn it to 
the w ater as q u ick ly and with as 
little inju ry to the fish as possib le. I 
b eliev e the fish and game department 
cou ld easily enforce su ch a law, and 
I b eliev e that all the tru e sportsmen 
of the State wou ld help u s in its en­ 
forcement. 
In 19 05 the general as­ 
semb ly enacted 
a 
law 
mak ing 
a 
closed season for all fish in all the 
lak es of the State, b u t this prov ed so 
u npopu lar that it was repealed two 
y ears later. I will not ask for a law 
which will prev ent the farm ers and 
sportsmen from fishing for any k ind 
of fish du ring April and the last half 
of May , ex cept in tlie case of lak e 
b ass. 
“With the law I hav e proposed,” 
said Mr. Miles, “I b eliev e that wu thin 
a few y ears I can fill ou r lak es and 
stream s with fish u ntil the good peo­ 
ple of the State will tak e a k indlier 
interest in the work of the fish and 
game department. 
And in this office 
I shall try to see that the laws are 
enforced in the spirit in which they 
were intended, for the protection of 
ou r fish and game and not to swell 
the fu nds of the department b y hav ­ 
ing assessed as many fines as pos­ 
sib le.”

scarcity of quail in Kentucky , and 
h e is under th e imp ression th e same 
situation p revails in oth er sections 
of th e country wh ere th e scarcity of 
th e bird h as been noted. 
During th e 
last week Mr. Worth visited friends 
in Sp encer county , and wh ile roam­ 
ing over th e fields h e was followed by 
a p ointer dog and two sizable p up ­ 
p ies belonging to th e family h e was 
visiting. 
During th e time h e was 
th ere, h e said, 
th is 
dog 
destroy ed 
th ree quail nests, and as each of th e 
nests contained from twenty to th ir­ 
ty eggs, it could be seen th at at 
least a h alf h undred quail were th us 
destroy ed. 
Not only do th e dogs de­ 
stroy th e eggs, said Mr. Worth , but 
in tli? event th e eggs h ave h atch ed 
th e dt.gs devour th e y oung quail a f­ 
ter first driving th e moth er bird off 
th e nest. 
Mr. Worth said it was not 
unusual for th e p ointer dogs to leave 
th e h ouse early in th e morning and 
run th rough th e fields for miles dur­ 
ing th e day and destroy th e quai 
eggs or y oung quail. 
He 
said 
h e 
learned th is fact from th e p eop le of 
Sp encer county with wh om h e came 
in contact on h is recent visit, and 
from th is lie is led to th e belief th at 
similar conditions p revail all over th e 
country . 
Mr. Worth believes s< me 
action sh ould be taken by 
law 
to 
comp el th e owners of h unting dogs 


to keep th em confined ex cep t during 
th e h unting season, wh en th ey are 
used by th eir owners on a h unt and 
at a time wh en th ere are no eggs or 
very y oung quail to be devoured by 
th e dogs. Mr. Worth said it was th e 
p op ular sup p osition th at th e scarcity 
of quail was due to th e bad weath er, 
but h e believes p redatory dogs are 
more resp onsible th an th e weath er.
